~ According to assistant principal Sylvia Begtrup, the new 
attendance policy is proving to be a negative source 
- looking to bring out a positive response. 

For those of you who are unaware of the basic structure of the policy, it goes like 
this: three tardies count as one cut and five cuts gives you an "F" for the quarter. 

This new policy raises a few important questions: Would an individual still have to 
attend the class after he/she gets an "F" for attendance problems? The interview with 
Mrs. Begtrup proved that a student would still be expected to attend class, even after 
he/she has already flunked the quarter for attendance reasons. It is important to 
remember that there are certain extents of an "F" grade, especially in a class where 
students are given a percentage grade. Going to that already flunked class, and doing 
the required work, would most likely get you into at least the 60% range. Now, the 
teacher is still required to give you an "F" for the quarter, then your percentage would be 
59%. This percentage would then go toward your next quarter grade, which unlike a 0%, 
would help you to pass the semester, assuming you'd get your act together for the next 
quarter. 

Any class dropped due to attendance will still appear on the report card as a grade of 
"F". The most important thing to remember here is if you receive an "F" because of 
attendance reasons, it is important to attend class. 

Ms. Begtrup then addressed the issue of tardies. "Being on time is a common 

responsibility that everyone needs to learn." She said, "If you go to work and are tardy 
a few times a week, you'll probably be looking for a new job." Being tardy is rude and 

inconsiderate. Next time you walk into a class late, think of the distraction and the 

frustration you have caused. 

There is a reason for the new policy: "Kids weren't cooperating with the old one." 
This new policy will be evaluated at the end of the semester. If we all don't cooperate 
this time, it could get worse. 

A long time ago people fought to let kids go to school instead of working in 

factories and on farms. Some people thought that kids deserved to get an education. 
Now that the necessary learning tools are available, we take them for granted. Think 
about it... 

As a final note, the new policy has decreased cutting considerably.

patients. 

The Medical Explorers also do a lot of 
community work. They offer CPR and 
first aid classes, and do other community 
services for hospitals and health centers. 
They also help with Valley Memorial 
Hospital's "Fitness Fair" each year.

You find yourself in twentieth century 
technology without a single whiff of hope 
of obtaining an anti-matter drive to 
change your fantasy into reality. But, 
instead of sitting around and twidding your 
thumbs, why not join the Tri-Valley 
Stargazers? The Tri-Vally Stargazers is a 
group of amateur astronomers who spend 
their time exploring heavenly bodies with 
the best tools within their means, which 
are usually telescopes. The universe they 
explore is the same as Captain Kirk's, but 
from a different perspective. It has much 
to offer in satisfying the average 
intergalactic lust. Its twice-a-month 
meetings include visual studies of 
constellations, lectures about various

stellar phenomenon, and discussion about 
a myriad of other topics above and below 
the sun. 

At every meeting slides and pictures 
from members of the club are shewn. The 
pictures depict a universe outside our own 
unadulterated perception, a universe of 
color, death and rebirth, and violence 
overpowering any Steven Speilberg 
special effects show. The vice-president 
of the club, Jack Marling, is the usual 
donor of slides for the meetings and his 
pictures have been printed in the most 
esteemed astronomy magazines, including 
Astronomy and Sky & Telescope, a 
magazine which is readily available in 
Granada's library. In joining the club, 
each member is entitled to use Digger 
Pines, a private piece of land which is 
located about 30 miles down Mines Road. 
The area is pitch-black and perfect for 
watching stars developing, maturing, and 
exploding. The cost for a single 

membership is $15, $3 for students who 
are 18 and under, and $20 for a family. If 
you do not own a telescope but still wish 
to view the stars, there are several "Star 
Parties" up at Digger Pines where other 
members will gladly let you glance 
through their eyepieces and lenses. If you 
have your own scope, these "Star Parties" 
are perfect for showing it off and sharing 


information with other stargazing die- 
hards. If you stay in the club for over one 
year and there is space available, you can 
spend an extra $40 and become a Patron 
member. The title enables you to use the 
club's huge 18-inch scope perched atop 
Digger Pines. 

The Tri-Valley Stargazers is, for the 
most part, attentive to the layman. The 
topics discussed at meetings can be 
understood by anyone, and they all 
provide an insight into the nature of our 
universe. Although the club boasts a big 
membership, the meetings are small and 
welcome anyone who wants to attend, 
whether a paid member or just a neophyte 
astronomer. So, if you are tired of waiting 
until 11 p.m. every night to watch Star 
Trek, why not go outside and look at the 
real worlds in our sky, or, better yet, join 
the club and leant about the universe. If

He's got some wild, wild life 


David Byrne is a man of many 
Mike Bendel talents. Not only is he the lead 

---singer and songwriter of the band 

Talking Heads , but he is also the director of their videos and the 
star, director and co-writer of the movie True Stories. While this 
may seem like a lot for most people, Byrne also composed the 
score to the movie along with scores to several other Broadway 
productions. It is very easy to see why David Byrne has been on 
the cover of Time and Vanity Fair and inside other magazines like 
Horizon and Harpers. 

David Byrne formed Talking Heads along with three of his 
friends in 1975. Their first big hit came with "Psycho Killer" in 

1976, and along _ 

with the song's 
success came the 
chance to tour 
Europe with the 
punk group The 
Ramones in 1977. 

This gave the group its first success on the road, albeit it wasn't 
in the United States, Byrne was happy with being popular 
anywhere. The Heads were still trying to break into the American 
music scene by being innovative when after jamming with Brian 
Eno, a rock producer and theorist, Byrne and his band came up 
with a sound that was different. Talking Heads 9 next album. My 
Life in the Bush of Ghosts , was a pop music breakthrough. A 
reporter for Time compared the Heads' new album to "trance music 
that was programmed for the ghetto blaster." 

In October of last year, the movie True Stories was released, in 


which Byrne played the part of the narrator in the movie. In the 
movie, Byrne is driving through Texas when he runs across 
Virgil, Texas's "1836-1986: Celebration of Specialness." The 
movie features people and their eccentricities, set against the post 
card-like backdrop of the open plains of Texas. In the movie, 
Byrne tries to portray the "freaks" as normal people in hopes of 
showing that people similar to those who appear in tabloids like 
The Weekly World News and The Star are really just the same as 
everybody else. Hence the name True Stories. The movie has 
received only generally good reviews, but praise for Byrne's avant- 
garde directing debut is virtually unanimous. 

What can society gain from the man whom Rolling Stone calls 

"the greatest 

musical genius in 
America?"
